HICAGO, Nov. 10—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Wintry conditions, includ- 
ing cold and snow, are due in Chi- 
cago at any time, the weather man de- 
claring for cloudy and colder. Snow 
fell in St. Louis for the first time this 
season today, visited Indianapolis, Du-

WITH BOYS, SAVE COLLEGE FROM 
FIERCE BLAZE. 

' Beat Back Flames With Garden 
Hose and Wet Blankets, Sticking to 
Their Posts Though They Are Al- 
most Overcome by Heat and Smoke. 
Apartment Occupants Flee for Life. 


Binisag heroic work of girls and young 
men, the students of the Brownsberger 
Business College, of West Seventh 
street, saved the buildings of that in- 
stitution from destruction by fire yes- 
terday afternoon. — 

While the flames raged in. an adjoin- 
ing building, the students formed a 
bucket brigade, and kept the walis of 
the college thoroughly soaked. - Gar- 
den hose and wet blankets were also 
brought into play, and the young men 
and young women stuck to their posts, 
though the smoke at times almost over- 
powered them. 

The fire was discovered in a six-flat 
apartment-house, at Nos. 963 to 967% 
West Seventh street, shortly aftet 1 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. Mrs. F. 
E. Myrick, who occupies apartments 
directly beneath those occupied by Mrs. 
Katherine Blanch, detected the smoke 
coming from the Blanch rooms. Mrs. 
Blanch was away from home, and Mrs. 
Myrick, after notifying other occu- 
pants of the facts, turned in an alarm. 

Before the arrival of the @remen the 
flames had gained such headway that 
the building was doomed, and the de- 
partment turned its attention to sav- 
ing the adjoinnig structures. 

Twa hundred students of the college 
climbed on the roof, thronged the nar- 
row geway between the buildings, 
and fought off the flames. The young 
men and women even carried the fur- 
nishings of the college to the street.

What holds it back at this time? Two influences. 
The cost ig so colossal that every nation fears a big 
war because it means bankruptcy for the com- 
batants. Secondly, kings are less able to make war 
now than ever before. The people decide and can- 
not be misled as formerly. i 

No other continental power is so well prepared 
for war as is Germany. The empire has a great 
army splendidly trained and equipped. The war 
chest at Spandau contains a large sum of gold for 
war purposes. But so costly is modern warfare that 
with all the accouterments in readiness and with the 
army corps prepared to march in a day, the treas- 
ury would be empty to the last mark by the time the 
army was mobilized. _To keep as smal! a number of 
men as 250,000 in the field at a cost of 10 cents each 
per day would’ call for $750,000 ready money in a 
month. A battle would cost $1,000,000. In case of 
a naval engagement with England, the cost to the 
German people might easily run to $100,000,000. 
Once let the “dogs of war” slip leash in Europe, and 
the peace envoys would have to wait a year for a 
job. By the end of that time all the combatants 
would be bankrupt. The Russo-Japanese conflict left 
both nations impoverished, and in ten years’ peace 
they will not have replaced the fruits of human la- 
bor destroyed. War in former times involved no 

The 
Russians fought with dogged persistence, but lacked 
the spirit manifested by the Japanese because the 
Russian government stands for tyranny in the 
minds of the people, whereas the Mikado is the 
spiritual source of al! power and life to his nation.
